1988 REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Again, the Planning Board has spent a very busy 
year. We now have, in addition to our regular monthly 
meeting, a full work meeting, held during the middle of 
the month. This meeting is only a work session and our 
time is spent working on the New Master Plan and Future 
Capital Improvement Program, both required by the State 
statute. Our regular monthly session is held at 7:88 on 
the last Wednesday of each month. 


The Planning Board has developed and printed a full 
handout listing all rules and regulations required for 
subdivisions. A copy can be purchased at the Town Hall 
for a small fee of $3.06. 


We have just completed a questionnaire which was 
handed out or mailed to all residents of Langdon. This is 
the first step in renewing our Master Plan, which should 
be completed by March of 1998, along with the Proposed 
Capital Improvements Program. These will be developed 
with the help of the Selectmen, Road Agent, Police Chief, 
Fire Chief and members of the Board of Adjustment. 


The Board held a public meeting with regard to the 
request of the Town's residents concerning a moritorium. 
The meeting was held on June 22, 1988. This was well 
attended. Lake Sunapee Representative, Bruce Bender told 
the Town that we were working toward a good Master Plan 
and there was no reason for a moritoriun. 


During the year we held 15 Preliminary Discussions, 
13 Public Hearings and approved 13 subdivision requests. 


The Board wishes to thank the Town's people for their 
support, attendance at our meetings and for answering and 
returning our recent questionnaire. 


I wish to thank the rest of the board and recorder, 
Jean Davis for all the hard work they have done this year.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more 
fires than normal. The three leading causes of 
forest fires were again children, fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden 
and debris burning. All causes are preventable, but 
only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials 
with forest fire prevention. Contact your Forest 
Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is 
the responsibility of State Forestry officials. Our 
state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a 
state timber harvest law may be violated, call your 
Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (693) 271-2217, or local Forest 
Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business 
Practices Law (RSA 224:54) goes into effect. This 
law, in summary, states that a person is guilty of a 
misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or selling a 
forest product, uses a false weight or measure for 
falsely determining any quality or quantity of a 
forest product. For more information, contact one of 
the persons mentioned above.
